of a company of more than a thousand 
representatives of the government and 
of finance and of commerce.

wards the president was entertained 
at luncheon by the lord mayor and the 
corporation of the. city—a 
function 
which was attended by 300 guests with 
the business element predominating. 
Famous Hall 


Of American presidents, Grant and 
Roosevelt, after their respective ad- 
ministrations, have received honors at 
the Guild Hail, while the eloquence of 
a long: line of American diplomats— 
such men as John Hay, Thomas W. 
Bayard, Joseph H. Choate, Whitelaw 
Reid, and the late Ambassador Page 
has been heard in the mansion house. 
A number of European rulers .and 
statesmen .have been entertained in 
both places. 
Today's event In the city had a dou- 


ble interest through the appearance 
there of the first American president 
to come during- the term of his office, 
and a general belief that he would 
make a pronouncement'.of political and 
international importance. 
Elaborate Procession 


While the president this morning 
was receiving addresses from -reputa- 
tion representing a number of societies 
and church 
organizations 
at 
the 
American embassy, Khaki clad troops 
were marching toward the city and 
distributing-

bulge in the corn market this week 
although most of the price effects have 
been confined

changed figures to 30% cents advance 
oats were off 1 % . a 2 to 2% and pro- 
visions ranging from 90 cents decline 
to a rise of 10 cents. 
Nearly continuous stormy weather 
that interfered with shelling and with 
wagon traffic had a good deal to do 
with the meagerness of the movemenl 
of corn to market and with the fact 
that stocks were down close to the 
vanishing point. An additional reason

Rules of State Department 


Orders Dance Halls Closed 


"In spite of all efforts which have been made and all precau- 


tionary measures which have been taken to control the Influenza 
epidemic in our City, we find that the number of cases is on the in- 
crease. •'. Some action has become necessary to meet the emer- 
gency. The rules and regulations adopted by the State Board of 
Health for the control of influenza and pneumonia are therefore 
put in force in this City and the same are issued as an order pur- 
suant to the power vested in the Health Officer by the Charter of 
the City of Janesville. 


"The rules and regulations so adopted by the State Board of 


Health and hereby put in force within the City are as follows: 


"Rule It All homes in which there is a case of influenza (la 


grippe) or pneumonia associated with influenza shall be placarded 
with a red card on which shall be printed the word 'Influenza;' at 
least four inches in height, and all persons having such disease 
shall be isolated and no person shall be allowed to enter said prem- 
ises, except the attending physician, nurse, members of the health 
board, and health officer, without the permission of the health offi- 
cer or one of his assistants. 
"Rule 2. Every physician engaged to treat a case of influenza, 


or who shall have knowledge of any case of said disease, shall with- 
in twenty-four hours thereafter report the same to the health offi- 
ccr» "Rule 3. That the mayor be directed to appoint a special offi- 
cer to prevent crowds and to prevent loitering in said City of 
Janesville, and that the mayor be authorized to fix the compensa- 
tion of the person or persons so appointed. 
"Rule 4. That all children be required to remain within their 


homes or upon their own premises until after the removal of the 
placard.

"Rule 5. All individuals in the home, except those who are 


engaged in gainful occupations, shall be prohibited from leaving 
the premises as long as the home remain's placarded. 
"Rule 6. Individuals in the home not afflicted with the dis- 


ease who are in gainful occupations- may be permitted to follow 
such occupations on the condition that they do not frequent pub- 
lic meetings, churches, schools, theatres, pool rooms, billiard halls, 
or any other place where people from time to time congregate in 
considerable numbers.

"Rule 7. All homes shall be placarded by or under the direc- 


tion of the local health officer and said placard shall not be re- 
moved until at least four days after the temperature has register- 
ed normal in the last case occurring in such home. 
"Rule 8. After patients have recovered from said disease tlie 


house shall be thoroughly aired, the woodwork washed with soap 
and water, and all bed clothing used by the patient shall be boiled 
or thoroughly cleansed, fumigated and aired. 
"Rule 9. Any person who shall violate the provisions of these 


rules and regulations shall'forfeit not more than twenty-five dol-

That employers of 
young women 
appreciate the need of a.'community 
center where clean recreation can be 
provided 
for those who are away 
from home, is indicated by expres- 
sions made since a 
proposition to 
maintain a paid recreational secretary 
has been presented, by .the City Fed- 
eration of Women. 


It was suggested that $1,200 which 
had been contributed for two beds to 
be Installed in an officers' hospital in 
France and which were not needed 
since an armistice has boen signed, be 
turned over to be used as a fund to 
maintain a 
secretary. 
However,'as 
those back ot the move did not have 
a definite1' plan worked out and as 
some o£ the donors did- not wish' to 
donate the money for that purpose, 
George S. Parker, custodian of the 
fund, today mailed checks to those 
who had contributed, 
"I think the * Idea ot establishing 
such n center-Is fine," said Mr. Parker 
in discussing the needs for a place 
where employed girls could gather for 
social intercourse. He employs over 
one hundred women. 


-1 do not think the public general- 
appreciates the need tor a place 


.'here the girl who is .working ma.y 
go and enjoy a social hour or two af- 
ter they have 
finished their work. 


Many of the young women employed 
in this city are compelled to live in 
single rooms and they have little op- 
portunity to enjoy the home -comforts 
that are so much missed by those 
away from their parents. 
"Citizens of Janesville owe it to the' 
girls as well as to themselves to pro- 
vide such a center. 
Its influence on 
tho community will bo for good and 
the investment will be returned many 
times. 
"I believe that it should be non- 
sectarian so that women of all creeds 
would feel free to use the recreational 
advantages. 
"I will contribute to a fund which 
can be used to provide for a rccrea-. 
tional secretary, and when 
definite 
plans for .further development along 
that lino have buen made, I will take 
an active interest. 
I am sure that 


other employers of women will be 
glad to get behind the movement."
